Dear Senator Ribicoff: 


As an opponent of the Vietnam W'ar I know that you are a 
strong supporter of the right to protest and related individual 
freedoms. I am writing now to tell you of violations of 
individual rights that I have observed and experienced, in 
connection with a political fund-raising event. 


This past August 6 a gathering was held at my summer home 
in Veilfleet, nassachusetts for the purpose of raising money 
for the Harrisburg Defense Committee. Sponsors of the event 
included such distinguished scientists, artists, and writers as 




.‘he tone oi the gathering was peaceful and thoughtful, and the 
two hundred or so guests, mostly professional people and 
academicians, were generous in their contributions. 


Since that time, however, agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation have approached me, at least four guests I know of, 
and probably many more, in relationship to the event. On at least 
two occasions the agents have been threatening in tone, implying 
that if one failed to meet with FBI representatives one might be 
called before a Grand Jury. While the agents have expressed 
interest mainly in Daniel Ellsberg, they have also inquired about 
me as the host for the event. Those approached have had the 
clear impression that the intent is to gather extensive dossiers 
and to frighten people and to discourage them from taking part in 
similar meetings, or in protest in general, in the future. 

I am sure you will agree that this kind of harassment is 
a violation of the basic American constitutional right to 
peaceful assembly, that it is aimed at stifling legitimate 
political dissent, and that it creates a climate that makes a 
mockery of our democratic principles. 

I urge you to look into the matter further and take action

against this kind of abuse of government function at the expense 
of individuals expressing their rights as Americans. Knowing 
your passionate commitment in this area, I am confident that 
you will be as concerned about this kind of experience as I am.

On October 29, 1971» Departmental attorneys were served 
with an order from the United States Court of Appeals at Boston, 
Massachusetts, based on a motion by Senator Mike Gravel of 
Alaska to the effect that the Grand Jjry's activities in Boston, 
which Grand Jury is hearing testimony in this case, violate his 
legislative immunity and the Constitution’s provisions for 
separation of powers among the three branches of the Government. 
The order directed that no further Grand Jury investigation be 
conducted at Boston concerning the "Pentagon papers" pending 
a determination of the questions raised by Senator Gravel. 

On October 29, 1971, the office of Assistant 
United States Attorney David B. Nissen advised that Ellsberg’s 
defense attorneys had filed the following motions before 
Judge Matthew Byrne, United States District Court, Los Angeles, 
California (1) to suppress evidence, (2) for discovery and 
inspection, (3) for disclosure of electronic or other type 
surveillance, (4) for a bill of particulars, (S) for discovery 
of Grand Jury proceedings, and (6) for discovery of Grand Jury 
lists and related information.

Status of Prosecution of Ellsberg 

0n 8/16/71, Ellsberg pleaded not guilty in Federal 
Court, Los Angeles, to charges that he had unauthorized possession 
of classified documents and converted them to his own use. At 
this arraignment, the date of 1/4/72 was set for hearing defense 
motions and for setting of trial date. 

Possibility of Additional Indictments 

Since the establishment of Ellsberg'! 
and Ellsberg's associate, Lynda Sinay, as key witnesses m tne 
reproduction of classified documents by Ellsberg, the necessity 
of utilizing Anthony Russo, Jr., as a witness is no longer 
essential. Although previously granted immunity from prosecution,\ 
Russo has continued to refuse to testify before Federal Grand Jury.)

His latest refusal, 10/18/71, was based on the Government's 
declination to honor a court order to provide Russo with a 
transcript of his testimony. A hearing on the Government's 
motion contending the court order to furnish Russo a transcript was 
invalid has not been set. It is anticipated that if the court 
continues to rule that a transcript of Russo’s testimony be 
provided, the Department of Justice will appeal its motion and 
eventually file charges against Russo.
